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Campaigner ‘passionate’ about protecting hospital services

TRIBUTES have paid to a “passion- 
ate” and “enthusiastic” campaign- 
er who fought for years to protect 
services at Banbury’s Horton Gen- 
eral Hospital. 

Valley Road resident Don Wilkes died 
last week after a recent battle with 
heart disease. 

Mr Wilkes has been a hero to North 
Oxfordshire residents as a tireless 
member of campaign group Keep The 
Horton General since its launch a dec- 
ade ago. 

The group, which meets every two 
weeks, has campaigned for key services 
to remain at the hospital, including ma- 
ternity and paediatrics. 

Group member Peter Fisher, from 
Banbury, said Mr Wilkes was “very 
much a man of the people”. 

He added: “Don did not have a health 
background but he was very passionate 
about the Horton and its services. 

“He was an enthusiastic campaigner 
and always wanted to do something pos- 
itive to encourage us to get our message 
out there. 

“Everyone who knew him never had a 
bad word to say about him and there is 
no doubt that we shall miss him.” 

Speaking about the group’s campaign, 
he said there was always a danger that 
hospital services could come under 
threat from changes in local and nation- 
al health policy.

He said the group would always strive 
to make sure any proposals to change 
the hospital were brought before public 
at the earliest stage possible so locals 
could have their say. 

Fellow member Peter Burrows joined 
the group in 2007, and said he immedi- 
ately “hit it off” with Mr Wilkes. 

He added: “It was strange because

CARS racing round cemeteries and 
concerns over trees being cut down 
are among the complaints made 

to Banbury Town Council’s parks 
and open spaces officers in the first 
three months of this year. 

The team received 21 complaints 
between January 19 and March 8, 
down from 26 received during the 
same period last year.

The other referred to a 
memorial, with relatives thinking 
it had been knocked down, but it 
had been laid down by council staff 
as a precaution against it falling.

Campaigner’s defibrillator database plans 


AN OXFORDSHIRE ambulance 
commander who has installed more 
than 400 public defibrillators in the 
county has switched gears to take his 
campaign forward. 

Dick Tracey has now said he needs 
shops, offices and businesses who 
have private defibrillators on site to 
tell him about them to complete his 
database. 

That means that when someone 
calls 999 to report a cardiac arrest, 
the ambulance service will be able to 
tell them if a life could be saved by 
going to the hotel down the street. 

Mr Tracey said: “It would be awful 
to think somebody could go into 
cardiac arrest when there is a 
defibrillator 30 seconds away. 

“We know where every single 
public access defibrillator is in 
Oxfordshire, so the plea | have got is 
if your club, organisation or company 
has bought a defibrillator for their 
staff, please tell me about it. 

“In that moment of anxiety when 
someone is in cardiac arrest, people 
could forget that cabinet that has 
been in the corner for five years — but 
if we know about it, we can remind 
them.” 

Mr Tracey, who works for South 
Central Ambulance Service, launched 
his campaign to ensure no-one in 
Oxfordshire was more than 10 
minutes away from a public 
defibrillator in June 2014. 

In the following year 200 more 
were installed throughout the 
county. 

Those units are now saving lives: 
across Oxfordshire, Mr Tracey said 
the ambulance service uses one of 
those defibrillators to try to save the 
life of someone having a cardiac 
arrest two or three times every week. 

Every defibrillator has been made 
possible by donations from parish 
councils, community groups, charities 
or individuals. 

Mr Tracey said he had still had more 
parish councils coming forward to 
buy a cabinet for their village, but he 
said he had put some defibrillators in 
more unusual places including a 
historic church porch and a few old

red telephone boxes. He and his 
team are also still offering free first 
aid classes to all businesses and 
organisations in the county, and they 
are also fundraising for a mobile 


classroom to offer public 
demonstrations in market places and 
at large events.

MP stands by vote to 
oppose plans for HS2 


Work on high speed rail link is likely to start next year after majority of more than 350 choose to pass bill in Commons

VICTORIA Prentis has spoken out 
about why she voted against plans 
for the new high speed rail link, 
despite a bill being passed by a ma- 
jority of more than 350 in the com- 
mons last week. 

The Banbury MP, who has long 
opposed the HS2 scheme, said 
allowing construction to begin 
would mean years of “significant 
disruption” to residents. 

Her opposition to the scheme 
came as fellow MPs voted to pass 
the bill on Wednesday by a major- 
ity of 399 to 42, meaning work is 
likely to begin next year on the 
link between London and Birming- 
ham. 

Speaking ahead of the debate, 
Mrs Prentis said: “HS2 brings us 
nothing but eight years of signifi- 
cant disruption, followed by per- 
manent dissection. 

“Tt will destroy beautiful habi- 


tats, ancient woodlands and pas- 
ture. 

“Its construction will cause traf: 
fic gridlock to Banbury. 

“If it were to give others the con- 
nectivity and economic success 
we enjoy, we might try to grin and 
bear it. 

“But I can’t look my constituents 
in the eye and tell them it is for the 
greater good.” 

It was previously reported that 
thousands of heavy goods vehicle 
journeys could be made through 
North Oxfordshire villages each 
day while construction is ongoing. 

Villagers in Wardington started 
their own campaign group and 
spoke in front of a HS2 select com- 
mittee on January 18. 

The MP added: “Most tragically 
it is bad for the environment. 

“Over 130 wildlife sites on the 
first stage will be affected by the 
work, including 10 sites of special 
scientific interest, an area of out- 
standing natural beauty and 50 an- 
cient woodlands. 


“It is supposed to encourage pas- 
sengers to give up more carbon 
intensive forms of transport, but 
HS2 Ltd’s own projections suggest 
a shift of only 11 per cent from car 
or air to high-speed rail. 

“My successor in 30 years’ time 
will look at HS2, if it goes ahead, 
and see only division, noise and 
disruption, and no _ significant 
benefits gained for the rest of the 
country.” 

Following their meeting, the HS2 
committee advised that HS2 Ltd 
should look to reduce the volume 
of excavated material needed at 
Lower Boddington. 

They also suggested that an alter- 
native “conveyor” route to carry 
spoil could be created along the 
A43. 

Amendments to the bill included 
making sure local authorities af- 
fected by the link are given expens- 
es to cover lost business rates. 

The bill will be passed to the 
House of Lords before it becomes 
law.

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Nutrition expert offers alternative to the health concerns posed by products like breakfast biscuits and cereal bars

A NUTRITION expert from North Ox- 
fordshire has launched his line of ce- 
real drinks as part of a fight against 
high-sugar breakfasts. 

Dr Adrian Massey has created three 
breakfast drinks which he says have all 
the equivalent nutrients of a bowl of 
wholegrain cereal but with less than 
three per cent sugar. 

The Oxford Brookes graduate said he 
was inspired to create his C’go cereal 
drinks after working in the corporate 
food industry for 14 years. 

He warned that high levels of sugar 
in breakfast products was a health “cri- 
sis” waiting to happen. 

Dr Massey added: “Breakfast biscuits 
and cereal bars are packed full of sug- 


drinks range

ar, sometimes exceeding 40 per cent. 

“Seeing how these food companies 
behave struck a chord with me - it’s a 
crisis just waiting to happen.” 

Dr Massey, who lives in Hanwell, be- 
gan experimenting with C’go products 
18 months ago, and left his job in Octo- 
ber to pursue the business full time. 

He orders wheat, barley and oats 
which is ground down at a factory and 
returned to his kitchen. 

There Dr Massey mixes the grains 
with flavours - real bananas, real 
chocolate or vanilla flavouring — before 
adding milk, preparing it in a pressure 
cooker then bottling it. 

He said each 250ml bottle contained 
less than three per cent sugar — the 
equivalent of a sugar cube — and was 
smooth enough to be drunk through a 
straw. 

Dr Massey has secured agreements 
with shops in Banbury as well as the 


League of Friends shop at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital to stock his C’go 
products. 

Although at the moment Dr Massey is 
producing 20 bottles a week, he said he 
could increase that to 100 a week in his 
kitchen if the demand increases. 

He said: “It’s getting quite a lot of mo- 
mentum. 

“A bowl of cereal in a bottle has never 
been done before.” 

Dr Massey launched his product ear- 
lier this month — weeks before Chan- 
cellor George Osborne announced his 
sugar tax of soft drinks in the budget 
on March 16. 

He added: “The sugar tax is complete- 
ly the right thing to do, but it excludes 
cakes and confectionary because they 
are occasional treats. 

“But breakfast bars and products also 
have high sugar levels and people some- 
times eat them seven days a week.”

URGENT improvements to the safety 
of the M40 must be made before there 
are any more serious accidents on the 
route, according to a Labour county 
councillor. 

Next week, Mark Cherry will submit 
a motion to Oxfordshire County Coun- 
cil urging members to support chang- 
es to the motorway between junctions 
8 and 11. 

It comes after a 65-year-old man was 
killed in February last year following a 
major collision. 

More than 30 vehicles were involved 
in the incident between junctions 9 
and 10. 

Mr Cherry said: “The memory of 
last year’s pile-up is still with us and 
although an horrendous accident like 
that is a rarity, there are too many acci- 
dents on the M40, with increased con- 
gestion the likely cause. 

“There is already going to be a lot of 
changes in Banbury with all the new

homes being built, and that is going to 
increase the volume of traffic. 

“Of course we will also have High 
Speed Rail 2 traffic at some point too. 

“Parts of the Banbury Masterplan 
will start to come into effect by 2020 but 
for the M40 it has got to be quicker than 
that.” 

Up to 50 people were also assessed by 
paramedics at the scene following last 
year’s incident. 

Drivers described fog covering the 
road as a “sheet of plastic”, which con- 
tributed to the crash. 

Oxfordshire coroner Darren Salter re- 
turned a verdict of “accidental death” 
on the man who died, and wrote to 
Highways England asking them to con- 
sider installing a fog detector on the 
road. 

The accident came 24 years to the day 
after a similar incident at about the 
same location, when a young woman 
died. 

The Banbury Calthorpe county coun- 
cillor added: “If they did a proper foren- 
sic look at the M40 there could be more 


signals or lights warning if there is fog. 

“Tam very surprised that nothing has 
been done so far. 

“Tt all comes down to money and fund- 
ing, and obviously that is something 
the county council is in short supply of. 

“You can put forward a motion but 
it is no good if it does not get passed, 
there are lives at stake here. 

“If this saves lives then I will have 
done my job, that is one of the reasons 
why I serve people after all. 

The motion will be discussed by coun- 
cillors at the next council meeting on 
Tuesday, April 5. 

It will be seconded by Conservative 
councillor David Nimmo Smith, who is 
also the council cabinet’s member for 
the environment. 

Other motions to be forwarded by 
members include government propos- 
als to force schools to become acad- 
emies, and the referendum on Great 
Britain’s membership of the European 
Union. The meeting on Tuesday will 
start at 10am at County Hall. Members 
of the public are welcome to attend.

Museum aims to break 
1,000 visitor mark in its 
35th anniversary year

STAFF at Bloxham Mu- 
seum are celebrating their 
35th anniversary this year 
by showcasing the best of 
the village’s history. 

The latest exhibition, An- 
niversaries and Celebrations, 
tells the story of the vari- 
ous weddings, christenings 
and jubilees that have been 
marked in Bloxham. 

The new displays, which 
opened on Easter Sunday, 
will also give the museum the 
chance to show off most of its 
6,000 artefacts. 

Highlights will include a 
1930’s_ silk wedding dress, 
commemorative memorabilia 
from five coronations and a 
collection of photographs re- 
cording the parades, proces- 
sions and street parties that 
have taken place in the vil- 
lage. 

The centrepiece of the ex- 
hibition is a large display 
commemorating a traditional 
May Day celebration, com- 
plete with a May pole and im- 
ages of celebrations at local 
schools. 

Museum registrar Kath- 
erine Burke said the aim of 


the show was to retell the 
history of Bloxham and how 
the villagers played their part 
in marking major national 
events. 

She said: “We change our ex- 
hibition every year and often 
we go along with a theme that 
is Oxfordshire-wide. 

“Bloxham is a village with 
an extremely rich history 
so it is important to display 
that social history and keep it 
fresh every year. 

“We have a large team of 
volunteers and a skilled pair 
of curators working here on 
each exhibition.” 

The museum welcomes an 
average of 900 visitors a year, 
and are hoping to break the 
thousand mark for this cel- 
ebratory year. About 60 volun- 
teers are also called on to help 
run the exhibitions. 

The museum was opened in 
1981 by Yvonne Huntriss who 
ran it for 19 years, and her late 
husband Charles, who was a 
solicitor and prisoner of war 
during the Second World War. 

Mrs Huntriss is now the pa- 
tron for the museum. 

This year’s annual exhibi- 
tion also welcomes contribu- 
tions from Bloxham Women’s 
Institute and Bloxham School, 
which will both be providing 
artefacts from their own an- 
niversaries and celebrations. 

The exhibition will be open 
from 2.30pm to 5pm every Sat- 
urday, Sunday and Bank Holi- 
day until October 29.

A PAINTER from near Banbury has 
been announced as the winner of 
Oxfordshire Artweeks’ 2016 Mary 
Moser prize.

New artwork taking

ONE of Banbury’s most iconic 
pieces of artwork has been given 
a new lease of life after delighting 
passers-by for 25 years. 

For a quarter of a century the 
wall of Naomi’s Cafe Bar in Bridge 
Street has been covered with its 
own unique brand of street art 
making it a firm favourite with 
customers. 

But now cafe owner Naomi Per- 
kins has decided to replace the art- 
work and create a new design for 
people to enjoy. 

Miss Perkins, who opened up the 
cafe 18 months ago, said: “The orig- 
inal mural was one of the main 
reasons why I wanted to take on 
the cafe. 

“T used to see it when I was little 
and my grandmother would bring 
me into Banbury, I was so fasci- 
nated by it. 

“Tt’s been here a long time and it 
had started to look very outdated. 

“Tt was old fashioned, you could 
see gaps in the paint and street art 
has moved on a lot since then. 

“When I took over the lease I 
checked with the landlord that I 
could change it, and he was more 
than happy for me to do so.” 

The previous design, which was 
funded by the Prince’s Trust and 
created for the Bridge Bar youth 
club, was painted in a graffiti style. 

The mural has been repainted by 
Banbury-based artist Jonny Ar- 
nold and Australian painter Che- 
rie Strong. 

They started work on their crea- 
tion this month and are hoping to 
complete the new mural in April. 

Miss Perkins, 30, added: “It is 
such a rare opportunity to paint 
something like this in your own 
town. 

“The reaction so far has been 
hugely positive, although there 
have of course been people who 
have been upset by the change. 

“We have had lots of comments 
on social media, some are sad to 
see it go and others are looking 


forward to something new. When 
we first started talking about the 
plans we had a lot more people 
come into the cafe to chat about it. 
“The new design is moving away 
from the graffiti style and more to- 
wards the three-dimensional. 
“There are also references to the 
cafe as well as the Edible Commu- 
nity Garden [in Bridge Street].” 
Last weekend the cafe held an 
open evening where customers 


could come in and chat to the art- 
ists about their plans for the new 
mural. 

But despite the popularity of 
the previous mural, Miss Perkins 
revealed it was solely down to the 
artists themselves what the new 
design would be. 

She said: “The guys said that 
they would pick the design, so 
I’ve just been waiting to see what 
it is.” 


Box was cold comfort for Scouts’ chilly insight into plight of homeless 


NORTH Oxfordshire Scouts spent an 
evening in the cold to try and get a 
glimpse of life being homeless. 

The cub scouts from 1st Bodicote 
Scout Group spent a chilly February 
evening outside their headquarters 
with just a cardboard box to lie on. 

The stunt was part the Cubs’ 
project to get their “Our World” 
challenge badge by working with 
Banbury Young Homelessness 
Project (BYHP). 

The badge requires Cubs to work 
with people or an organisation from 


the community, so the boys and girls 
aged eight to10 chose BYHP, which 
supports people aged 13 to 25 in 
finding and maintaining a safe home. 


The Cubs discussed what it might 
be like not to have a permanent 
home, job or have enough food, 
before spending their night out.

Porritt said: “It gives you a great 
sense of achievement when you see 
a young person master something 
new, especially when it is something 
they wouldn't get a chance to do 
outside Scouting.

Anger grows over plans to turn every school into academy 


A TEACHER'S union member has called for 
Oxfordshire teachers to strike if necessary to fight 
government plans to turn all schools into academies. 
The government decision to turn every school in 
England into an academy has ignited calls for a one- 
day strike, which the National Union of Teachers 


(NUT) has backed. 


Gawain Little, national executive member for the 
NUT and representative for Oxfordshire, called the 


government edict “undemocratic”. 


He said: “I definitely think that teachers in Oxford 
should make a stance and support the campaign. 


“| have never seen people so angry about what 
has been done to education. 

“Over the past week | have had numerous phone 
calls from teachers, from parents. 

“| have had parents phoning up out of the blue 
asking what they can do to fight this. 

“What they've done is totally undemocratic.” 

The union’s annual conference on Saturday backed 
a strike ballot for this summer term after it heard 
calls for industrial action in opposition to the 
changes, which its leaders say could threaten 
teachers’ pay and job security. 


He raised concerns that without local authority 
input, the most vulnerable students would fall 
through the gaps. 

Mr Little also criticised Nicky Morgan, secretary of 
state for education, who suggested banning parents 
as school governors. 

He added: “The idea that the government can take 
whatever school and make sure parents have no say 
is ridiculous. 

“Nicky Morgan's comments about removing 
parents as school governors — | don’t know who is 
more qualified than a parent.”

Extra vigilance has been urged following ‘massive’ increase in doorstep crime figures as fraudsters flock to Oxfordshire

SCAMMERS have been cross- 
ing the country to target the 
elderly in Oxfordshire as the 
start of the year saw a “mas- 
sive” rise in doorstep crime. 

Vulnerable people are being 
warned to be extra vigilant of 
rogue traders offering home im- 
provements as figures revealed 
there were more than 80 incidents 
reported in February and March so 
far. 

Doorstep crime team leader Mar- 
tin Woodley, from Oxfordshire 
trading standards, said the figure 
was a “massive” rise with about 
25 in the same period last year. He 
said his officers were “inundated” 
with calls with organised groups of 
criminals coming from as far away 
as Grimsby in Humberside to target 
the county, seen as rich-pickings 


due to the high number of wealthy 
older people. 

He added: “We have not been hit 
this hard in February and March in 
a long time. 

“This is a major problem. 

“They are coming in at about four 
or five a day at the moment.” 

In 2014/15, his team received 377 
complaints about doorstep crime, 
but Mr Woodley said this financial 
year — 2015/16 — was likely to see 
about 410, and next year could be 
even higher with the problem likely 
to rise in the summer. 

Mr Woodley said: “Historically it 
drops off in December and starts 
getting busy in April. But this year 
we got hammered in February. 

“Tt’s the first year it started this 
early.” 

And he believed the reason for the 
early surge could be the mild winter 
experienced in Oxfordshire. 

He said: “We had a spell of wet 
and cold, then suddenly it went 
quite dry and pleasant. It’s the first 


opportunity they’ve had to get out 
and about and do what they do.” 

Three trading standards officers 
and one policeman are working 
around the clock to combat the is- 
sue, he added, with eight already 
arrested since the beginning of the 
year. 

And it is believed even more scams 
are taking place, with just five per 
cent of those hit by the fraudsters 
reporting it to the authorities. 

Trading standards operations 
manager Jody Kerman said: “Un- 
fortunately situations such as these 
are common and can have shatter- 
ing effects on a victim’s life. 

“Not only can they lose their life 
savings but also lose the confidence 
to leave their home and in some in- 
stances develop health issues such 
as anxiety and depression. 

“Scams are massively underre- 
ported.” 

Along with dodgy home improve- 
ments, fake prize draws are a com- 
mon means of getting people to 


part with their money, along with 
‘gold coin scams’, timeshare resale 
scams and clairvoyant or psychic 
scams. 

According to the national branch 
of trading ststandards, the average 
age of a victim is 74. 

People in Oxfordshire are being 
warned to be wary of out-of-the- 
blue phone calls, letters and emails 
and being asked to send money to 
claim a prize or receive competi- 
tion winnings. Pressure selling and 
uninvited doorstep callers, particu- 
larly those offering home improve- 
ments, should also be treated with 
caution. 

In the last week of February, Ox- 
ford pensioner Michael Murphy, 
67, said he had been conned out of 
£12,000 by men promising to fix his 
gutters and roof. 

A few months previously a 
74-year-old woman in Yarnton had 
fallen for rogue traders who had left 
her £20,000 out of pocket using the 
same tactics.

Under new legislation, 
owners could be landed 
with a fine of up to £500

A RACE against time to get 
every dog in Oxfordshire 
microchipped ahead of new 
legislation in April has be- 
gun. 

From Wednesday, April 6, own- 
ers whose dogs have not had 
the procedure could be fined 
£500 under the Microchipping 
of Dogs (England) Regulations 
2015. 

Animal welfare charity Blue 
Cross has warned that 70 per 
cent of dogs admitted to its Bur- 
ford and Lewknor rehoming 
centres in 2015 were not chipped. 

Lewknor centre worker Adam 
Moss explained this can make it 
impossible to reunite a beloved 
missing pet with their heartbro- 
ken family. 

He said: “While we never know 
how a pet has become a stray, we 
see many who are in good health 
and are really friendly towards 
people. 

“Tt suggests many are pets 
who could be being missed by 
devastated families. Some have 
even been trained, which means 
they must have been owned be- 
fore they came to us. Without a 
microchip it is sadly impossible 
for us to trace their owners and 
get them home. Getting your pet 
chipped is the best way of being 
reunited. 

“Tt’s also really important to 
keep your contact details reg- 
istered to the microchip up to 
date should you move house or 
change phone numbers.” 

Out of all the 2,420 dogs admit- 
ted to Blue Cross centres in 2015, 
a total of 1,694 did not have a mi- 
crochip. 

RSPCA Oxfordshire is run- 
ning a series of microchipping 
events in the county with more 
planned Banbury, Witney, Did- 
cot, Banbury and Bicester. 

Branch treasurer Graeme Lar- 
kin said he believed 30 to 40 per 
cent of owners in Oxfordshire 
still need to get their dogs mi- 
crochipped, which costs about 
£30 with a vet. 

But added: “It’s a no-brainer: 
responsible owners with a dog 
that’s part of the family look af- 
ter its welfare. 

“Most charities are microchip-

What is happening on April 6? 


THE Microchipping of Dogs (England) Regulations 2015 will come 
into force on April 6, meaning dog owners in England, Scotland and 
Wales are legally obligated to have their furry friends microchipped 
and their details registered on one of the authorised databases such 
as Petlog. Northern Ireland already has the measure. 

Police and local authority employees will be issued with microchip 
reader scanners so that instant enforcement of the law can be carried 


out. 


If an owner is caught with an un-chipped dog, they will be given a 
‘time window’ to get the chipping done, after which a £500 fine for 


failing to comply will be issued. 


Puppies should be microchipped at their second set of vaccinations - 
around the time they are weaned - from about eight weeks. 


ping dogs free of charge.” 

He said owners in Oxfordshire 
also urgently needed to keep 
their details up-to-date: “One of 
the biggest frustrations we have 
with microchipped animals 
is people change their mobile 
numbers or move address and 
the last thing they think about 
is updating the information on 
the microchip, and we so can’t 


match a dog with their owner.” 

Larkmead Vets in Sutton Cour- 
tenay is encouraging people 
through the doors with a 25 per 
cent discount — bringing the cost 
down to £16.42 - in the count- 
down to April 6. 

Receptionist Natalie McKir- 
man said: “We’ve had a lot of 
people coming in having their 
dogs microchipped.” 


Police praise missing children study 


OXFORDSHIRE’s police force has 
welcomed a new report into how 
police officers deal with missing 
and absent children. 

The report, ‘Missing children: 
who cares? The police response 
to missing and absent children’, 
was published last week by Her 
Majesty's Inspectorate of 
Constabulary. 

It said officers had a 
“sympathetic and approachable 
manner” in ensuring children 
were safe, and worked well with 
partners to help protect children. 


But it also said that risk 
assessments had been carried out 
incorrectly which left children at 
risk of harm. 

Thames Valley Police head of 
strategy for crime and protecting 
vulnerable people, Detective 
Superintendent Joe Kidman, said: 
“| welcome Her Majesty's 
Inspectorate of Constabulary’s 
(HMIC) report, which highlights 
the challenges and importance of 
thoroughly investigating reports 
of missing children. 

“In December 2015 we were 


one of the few forces nationally 
to be graded as ‘Good’ by HMIC 
at responding to vulnerable 
people. 

“This inspection particularly 
examined our response to missing 
children and the closely aligned 
issue of child sexual exploitation. 

“We have adopted some of the 
most robust standards in the 
country for investigating missing 
children, and we understand the 
alignment between missing 
children and the potential of child 
sexual exploitation.”

A FIRE-breathing “Dragon” 
has been deployed to fix pot- 
holes in Oxfordshire’s roads. 

The machine —- named because of 
its nozzle that blasts potholes with 
flames — has already patched 2,000 
holes in the county, according to 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

The local authority’s highways 
contractor Skanska is using it to 
repair about 20 defects a day. It isa 
job that previously saw a two-per- 
son crew anda lorry manually fill- 
ing the potholes with hot tarmac. 

This cuts the cost of fixing pot- 
holes from £70 each to just £10 
each, the firm said. 

Skanska business director Paul 
Durham added: “Our aim is to 
reduce the number of potholes 
and the patcher is helping us to 
achieve this. 

“Where potholes have appeared, 
it is a lot faster than traditional re- 
pair techniques. 

“Tt also reduces the need for traf- 
fic management systems, which 
means we can keep the roads run- 
ning and avoid delays to motor- 
ists.”

EDDIE THE EAGLE (PG, 106 mins) A 
comedy/drama with Taron 
Egerton, Hugh Jackman, Keith 
Allen, Tim McInnerny, Christopher 
Walken and Jim Broadbent. 
Director: Dexter Fletcher 

WHEN Baron Pierre de 
Coubertin kindled interest in 
the modern Olympic movement 
at the end of the 19th century, he 
proposed a series of ideals to 
epitomise the spirit of the 
sporting contest. 

“The most important thing in 
the Olympic Games is not 
winning but taking part; the 
essential thing in life is not 
conquering but fighting well,” 
he professed. 

That mantra of fearless yet 
honest participation was 
perfectly exemplified by 
Cheltenham-born athlete Eddie 
Edwards, who became a media 
sensation in 1988 when he 
represented Great Britain in the 
skijump in Calgary. 

His story of triumph against 
gravity, which swelled the 
patriotic hearts of a nation, 
provides the creative spark for 
Dexter Fletcher’s comedy 
drama. 

Screenwriters Sean Macaulay 
and Simon Kelton don’t let the 
truth get in the way of tellinga 
good yarn, slaloming between 
historical fact and humorous 
artistic licence to ensure their 
film remains giddily airborne. 

Fletcher’s light touch behind 
the lens concentrates on the 
camaraderie between a 
remarkable underdog and his 
fictional trainer. 

Since he was a boy, Eddie 
(Taron Egerton) has driven his 
father Terry (Keith Allen) to 
distraction with a burning 
dream to compete in the 
Olympics. 

The young man struggles to 
find a sport that suits him, so he 
switches attention to the Winter 
Olympics and discovers a 
loophole in the rulebook that 
would allow him to become 
Britain’s first representative in 
the ski jump since 1929. 


Eddie heads to Germany toa 
skijumping training centre run 
by former competitor Bronson 
Peary (Hugh Jackman), who was 
booted off the US team by coach 
Warren Sharp (Christopher 
Walken). 

Bronson takes pity on Eddie 
and helps the newcomer to 
master the basics. 

However, Dustin Target (Tim 
McInnerny), chairman of the 
British Olympic Committee, 
refuses to let Eddie compete ona 
technicality and adds a 
qualifying standard of 61m to 
the rulebook at the last minute. 

With time running out before 
the Calgary games, Eddie hits 
the European ski jumping tour 
with Bronson, determined to 
soar to break records rather 
than bones in his quest for 
Olympic qualification. 

Eddie The Eagle is a delight for 
all ages. 

Egerton brings a sweetness 
and steely resolve to his plucky 
fish-out-of-water. 

Jackman offers robust 
support, rabble-rousing from 
the sidelines. 

Edwards never climbed atop 
the Olympic podium, but this 
charming film is champion. 


VICTORIA (15, 138 mins) A thriller/ 
romance with Laia Costa, Frederick 
Lau, Franz Rogowski, Burak Yigit, 
Max Mauff, Andre Hennicke.

THIS tense thriller was filmed 
in one unbroken shot; an act of 
technical daring, meticulous 
preparation and ambition which 
reaps huge rewards as we are 
sucked into the vortex of the 
characters’ nightmarish 
journey through the streets of 
night-time Berlin. 

Nils Frahm’s metronomic 
score increases our pulses as the 
eponymous heroine faces life or 
death decisions, surrounded by 
armed police, who could end her 
life with a pull of a trigger. 

The film opens in a strobe-lit 
nightclub where a Spanish girl 
called Victoria (Laia Costa) is 


dancing prior to her shift at a 
cafe. As she leaves, Victoria 
encounters four rowdy men, 
who persuade her to join them 
for a drink on the rooftop of a 
nearby building. 

She enjoys a flirtation with 
one and agrees to make her new 
friend a hot chocolate before 
they go their separate ways. The 
romantic mood is shattered 
when his friends arrive to 
collect him for ajob on behalf 
of a sadistic gangster. 

When their plan goes awry, 
Victoria agrees to help them 
carry out their illegal plan.

EVERY so often, you read a book
